The  list  of  the  University  graduates  which  we 


found  in  the  register  which  was  sent  to  us  last  Christinas  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Alumni  Association,  and  which  was  sup¬ 
posed  to  contain  the  addresses  of  the  American  graduates  to 
date  is  very  inaccurate,  if  the  Chicago  addresses  are  any 
criterion.  Moreover,  it  does  not  include  the  last  two  classes 
of  graduates,  nor  any  former  students  who  do  not  hold  degrees, 
irrespective  of  how  long  they  studied  at  the  University. 


We  understand  that  two  copies  of  a  card  catalog  are 


kept  by  the  Registrar  and  by  the  Alumni  Association  office 
respectively,  and  we  presume  that  this  includes  the  names  of 
those  who  did  not  take  degrees.  If  that  is  so,  it  would  be 
of  great  assistance  to  us  if  you  could  have  prepared  from 
either  one  of  these  lists  the  names  of  the  non-degree  holding 
alumni.  If  these  persons  are  not  on  this  list,  could  you  ob¬ 
tain  them  for  us  from  the  register  which  we  understand  is 
printed  every  year  that  there  is  an  election  for  the  Senate, 
and  which  therefore,  we  understand  will  be  prepared  this  year. 


I  presume  that  Dr.  McKechnie  has  already  sent  you  a 


copy  of  the  resolution  passed  by  the  local  Association.  As 
soon  as  the  Senate  Committee  makes  its  report  we  shall  try  to 
start  an  active  campaign  among  all  the  American  alumni.

The  University  has  grown  so  emorrrously  that  it  has  become*  imoossib 
for  us  to  keep  this  list  now,  ana  especially  to  add  the  addresses.  In  any 
case  it  i3  only  graduates  who  are  eligible  to  vote  tor  tne  Senate  elections, 
and  these  lists  are  now  being  prepared,  ana  I  will  ask  the*  Registrar  to  forward 
you  a  copy,  but*  they  will  not  be1  ready  until  Sente  iiber. 

I  received  the  resolution  of  the  Chicago  Alumni  some*  time  ago 
and  will  transmit  it  to  the  Board.
